This includes certain schools 
which employ sharp practices in soliciting students for 
commercial courses among Navaho High School grad¬ 
uates. Inquire of the Education Office at Window Rock 
before you give money to solicitors and representatives 
of trade schools. Or inquire into the quality of the school 
from the State Education Department, or frofri the Better 
Business Bureau in the city in which the school is located.

Lee Kanaswood, Navaho from Tuba City, expresses 
his thinking with relation to educational policy. His ar¬ 
ticle is summarized herewith: White people are now 
formulating plans designed to move groups of Navahos 
to the Colorado River, and elsewhere for resettlement. 
Such relocation cannot solve our problems, .because we 
lack the education prerequisite to taking on this new way 
of life.. Education is the paramount issue for us. 
We need real effective compulsory education. Money is 
appropriated for schools, but it is scattered about here 
and there for a number of small-projects; maybe it even 
ends up in someone's pocket. Instead of merely giving 
us a new lease on reservation life, educational policy and 
funds should be directed at equipping us with the edu¬ 
cation required to provide us with the knowledge and 
techniques we need for success. Even the white people 
depend upon education to equip them to make a living. 
They do not try a new way of life without first going to 
school. The government has never given our people 
enough schools — yet they now want to give us a new 
way of life. Navaho children should be compelled to 
finish High School, and thereafter encouraged to attend 
universities and colleges. As it is many return home af¬ 
ter graduating from High School and are not encouraged 
to continue their education. Many go to school for a 
little while and then quit. There are a lot of that type 
hereabouts who, judging from their appearance, have 
never been to school at all. Too many of our school-age 
children are little more than slaves to their parents, 
gathering firewood, hauling water, and herding sheep. 

I do not approve of this. Children should be in school, 
irrespective of their wishes or of their parents' wishes 
in the matter. It should be amongst us as it is among 
the white people. And in school our children should hot 
devote time to the learning of manual skills. During 
childhood we should concentrate on building up the 
child's mind. When he has matured, equipped with a 
complete academic education, he can soon enough de¬ 
velop skill in the use of tools, and in the techniques re¬ 
quired in the trades. Some say that they approve a 
half day of academic work, followed by a half day of 
vocational work, as in former times. I do not think a 
half day of academic work is enough; on the outside the 
children devote 8 hours a day to their books. In this 
way none of the children become retarded in their dca- 
demic work. Children on the outside have as their goal 
the completion of a series of books during their 9-month 
school year. I think this is the best policy. These are 
my thoughts on education — perhaps I am wrong.

Lee Kanaswood, Navaho from Tuba City, Arizona 
makes a few observations on the subject of literacy in 
Navaho. We summarize his remarks, to wit. We Na- 
vahos here at Tuba City are much interested in what is 
being taught us by the teachers who recently came here 
to help us become literate in our own language. People 
should not judge a thing until they have tried it out. 
Paradoxically, those Navahos who have the greatest 
need for literacy in their own language are the very ones 
who oppose it.. If indeed they possess an extensive edu¬ 
cation like some of the white people, then literacy in 
Navaho .s not necessary for them. But when something 
ike this is offered to us, which is good for our people, 
don t stand in the way of those who want to learn it.

Mrs. Hildagard Thompson, who is in charge of off- 
reseervation schooling for Navahos, has prepared this 
article, the first in a series on our technigues and goals in 
connection with this phase of Indian education. 

About 1400 Navaho students are enrolled in off- 
reservation schools at Phoenix, Carson, Sherman Insti¬ 
tute, Chilocco and Albuquerque. About 200 of these 
students are in grades above the sixth. They attend 
classes with the regular students of the school. 

About 1200 students are in special classes. These 
range in age from 12 to 20 years. They are so highly 
retarded academically that they are unable to attend the 
same classes as the other students. Many of them have 
never been to school a day in their lives. 

The Navaho students live, and work and play with 
the other students. They are separated only for their 
class instruction. They follow a special program aim¬ 
ed at teaching them English and academic subjects as 
rapidly as possible. Each student is allowed to advance 
at his own rate. Some of them last year progressed 
three grades in academic work. 

For three of the five years required for a student to 
complete this special course, the work is basic. It aims 
to give the Navaho student the academic background, 
and the personality development which he will need to 
succeed in his chosen vocation. At the end of the third 
year he chooses the vocation which he wishes to follow. 
During the fourth and fifth year he studies the vocation

They also 
received a quantity of old clothing, which they have rip¬ 
ped up and remade in the form of childrens garments, 
skirts, trousers, and the like. Clothing which was too 
far gone to remake has been ripped into strips from 
which the women have made rag rugs. Many of the 
women who did not previously knov« how to sew, have 
acquired this skill.. We express here our deep gratitude 
to the Friendship Service Committee, which did so much 
for us during the past winter. 


Last month Jack Frank, Navaho from Kearns Can¬ 
yon, Arizona, prepared an article dealing with certain 
problems confronting Navahos resident in District 6. 
He reports that a meeting was held at Jeddito, attended 
by many people from Districts 6 and 7, and by a number 
of Councilrhen, including Howard Gorman and Roger 
Davis. The people appointed Howard Gorman to make 
a record of their testimony. Mr. Gorman was instructed 
to check Hopi records, as well as the records at Cedar 
Springs and at Window Rock, to determine how many 
sheep these people formerly had, and gather other nec¬ 
essary information. When all required information has 
been collected, the matter will be turned over to an 
attorney.
